2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, alone or in a combination, among other 
things, at least a multimode clock recovery circuit as a whole, the combination of elements and 
features as claimed, which includes a phase detector in the Synchronous Residual Time Stamp 
(SRTS) mode having multiple inputs compares an input signal applied to any of said multiple 
inputs with the output signal to develop the phase signal, and a local SRTS generator for 
generating time stamps from the output signal connected to one of said multiple inputs of said 
phase detector; or a phase detector for recovering clock signals from received time stamps in a 
cell relay network, the phase detector having multiple inputs compares an input signal applied to 
any of said multiple inputs with the output signal to develop the phase signal, wherein the current 
time stamps of a first input and second input are compared with the previous time stamps of said 
first and second input to generate a weighted non-wrap around up/down counter which the 
difference between said remote time stamp and said locally generated time stamp added to.
